“I know what the voluntary ef- | 
forts can do; popularity had nothing 
to do with it, it rests on merit,” said 
Gen, McNaughton.

Just a Little Patience 


Complaints are heard in Edmonton, as 
well as in other parts of the country, about 
the limited stock of children’s clothing 
available in retail stores. Everyone realizes 
that this is not the fault of retailers nor 
of wholesalers, but is due to the fact that 
adequate stocks simply are not on hand. 

There is now reason to believe, how- 
ever, that this shortage, particularly in 
underwear and shoes, is being alleviated. 
Kivery effort is being made to increase 
these stocks, 

The effort, however, is being under- 
taken under great difficulties. There is 
no serious wool shortage although cotton 
is low. Leather, of course, is Scarce be- 
cause every serviceman requires four 
pairs of boots in the first year of service 
and repairs to these boots consume much 
leather also. 


The chief difficulty is with skilled 
labor and transportation.

A Better Pension Plan 


Hon. Brooke Claxton, minister of the 
new Dominion department of health and 
welfare, announces that plans are being 
prepared for nation-wide contributory 
pension scheme on ‘‘a more generous scale 


’ 


and without limitation as to income’. 


It can be taken for granted that the 
scheme will be welcomed by the great mass 
of the Canadian people. The present old 
age pension plan is away in arrear of pub- 
lic thinking on the subject of personal sec- 
urity. The best that can be said for it is 
that it is better than none. 

The new scheme should replace the old 
one entirely. That is,+it should apply to 
those who are now receiving pensions, and 
to all others who are too old to start pay- 
ing instalments to a contributory fund. To 
be just and fair the scheme will have to be 
non-contributory so far as these are con- 
cerned, 

It is to be supposed these plans will be 
ready for submission to parliament at the 
coming session. The public will await them 
with keen interest, and very general ap- 
proval of the purpose in view. 


“In Being” 


Montreal is now at one end of the long- 
est single air-route operated in any part of 
the world. The other end is at Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, where the first air liner arrived on 
Saturday, flying by way of California, Hon- 
olulu, the Fiji Islands, and Auckland, New 
Zealand, 

For the time the new service will be mili- 
tary in character, only military personnel 
and government-sponsored civilian passen- 
gers being carried. Operation will be regu- 
lar, and “several” flights per week are to be 
made, 

The immediate purpose of course is to 

facilitate travel on business connected with 
the war in the Pacific, As daily flights are 
made between London and Montreal, the 
new service will offer a route for travel be- 
tween Britain and Australia and New Zea- 
land, alternative to the pregent one by way 
the Mediterranean and India, 
Besides being linked by air directly with 
the Dominions “down under,” Canada thus 
becomes the half-way house for air travel 
between the Old Lands and the Antipodes 
If the wartime ferry service proves satis 
factory, it will no doubt be continued in 
peacetime on a commercial basis

The Allies Get Their Port 


It took the Canadian and co-operating 
British troops two months to clear the 
enemy out of the islands dominating the 
waterway to the great Belgian port of An- 
werp. It was a terrific fight, against water

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and mud aS well as pic ke d enemy divisions, 
but the job has been done. 

It is estimated that the engineers will 
need a month to clear the channel of ves- 
sels sunk there by the retreating enemy and 
to dredge the channel to a depth that will 
allow large sized supply ships to sail up to 
the Antwerp docks, That indicates the im- 
portance which the Nazi commanders 
placed upon keeping Antwerp closed 
against the Allies. Any undertaking which 
army engineers need a month to carry 
through is “some”’ job. 

Antwerp is the commercial centre of 
Belgium. It has 20 miles of docks, Which 
as far back as 1926 handled nearly 23,000,- 
000 tons of cargo in a year. The port is 
only 80 miles from the nearest point on the 
Allied line fronting the German border, Its 
opening will shorten the communication 
lines of the Allied forces clear to the Swiss 
boundary, by hundreds of miles. 

Once again the Canadian troops have 
made good in their allotted task of bringing 
the channel ports into Allied control. In 
the present situation, and in the advance 
into Germany, Antwerp will be worth more 
than all the others together. Hereafter it is 
the Allies who will have the advantage of 
short and unmolested supply lines,
